TIJUANA, Mex. (TP)—Sen¬ 
tenced to death by an all- 
night court martial, Juan Cas¬ 
tillo Morales, 24, confessed 
sex slayer of little Olga Con- 
suelo Comacho, 8, was exe¬ 
cuted by a firing squad here 
today. 

The court martial wa.s held at 
the home of General Manuel Con- 
trpra.'!, commander of the Tijuana 
army garrison. It .started at 5 
p. m. yesterday, and was not con¬ 
cluded until dawn. 

After the death verdict was re¬ 
turned, a detachment of 30 sol¬ 
diers marched to the Tijuana jail 
for the prisoner. He was handed 
over to them by Warden Justo 
Verduzco.

Military officials announced Mo¬ 
rales, a member of the Tijuana 
army garri.son, had been executed 
as the result of conviction by a 
court martial which had sat all 
night. 

The execution climaxed three 
days of tension during which a 
mob of 800 set fire to the Tijuana 
jail, police station and federal 
building in a fruitless attempt to 
seize and lynch Morales. 

Morales ' had been held since 
Monday night. Police said he con-

Britain and P'ranco looked to 
Adolf Hitler toilay tor clarification 
of his intention.s tow'ard Ainstria, 
but there was no indication either 
London or Paris would ilo more 
than a.sk questions about the 
southward spread of Nazi influ¬ 
ence. 

Austria’s German-endorsed min¬ 
ister of interior. Arthur Seyszin- 
quarl, arrived at Berlin to report 
to the Fuehr’er on the progres.s of 
Au.stio-German militaiy. political 
anri economic cooperation. 

Vienna principally w’as intent 
upon winning from Hitler a prom¬ 
ise of economic aid and a direct 


guarantee of Austrian sovereignty 
in return for her concessions to 
Nazidom, the naining of cabinet 
ministers acceptable to Germany 
and freeing political prisoners. 

The feeling in the Austrian cap¬ 
ital was that Hitler’s long-herald¬ 
ed .speech before the reichstag 
Sunday should guarantee Austrian 
independence. 

Should Hitler avoid a direct 
commitment, non-Nazi Austrians 
would consider Hitler to have act¬ 
ed in bad faith last Saturday when 
he and Austrian Chancellor Kurt 
Schuschnigg came to terms at 
Berchtesgaden. 

Austria’s envoy to London, 
Baron George Franckenstein, just

WASHINGTON. '.T-i—T h e ad¬ 
ministration’s new farm program, 
having reached the statute books 
despite stiff congressional opposi¬ 
tion, now faces its first test at 
the hands of farmers. 

Within a month 2,22.5.000 cot¬ 
ton and tobacco growers will have 
an opportunity to cast secret bal¬ 
lots on a propo.sal - authorized by 
the new law —that the agriculture 
depaitment be given broatl power 
to control maikoting of their crops 
this .season. 

President Roo.sevclt described 
the hill as "historic iegislation" 
when he signed it yesterday. It is 
"not perfection," he added, al¬ 
though it marks "the winning ot 
one more battle for an underlying 
farm policy that will endure.” 

To put the marketing quotas in 
effect, two-thirds of the growers 
voting in a referenda will have to 
cast approving ballots. 

The law leaves up to the seere- 
laiy of agriculture the method of 
holding the eiections. It directs j 
him. in the event that more than 
one-third of the votes are adverse, 
to suspend operation of the quota | 
and withhold loans. 

Should the power be granted, 
.Secretary Wallace will invoke 
quotas de.signed to hold the 19.38

Unemployment and old age in 
surance are here to stay— 

That statement, recited more as 
a fact than a prediction, was 
made to the Santa Ana Klwanis 
club yesterday by Geoffrey Mor¬ 
gan, Republican assemblyman 
from Santa Monica. 

Speaking on "The Blessings of 
Machinery" at the weekly Kiwanis 
meeting in Masonic temple, the 
Republican legislator declared “no 
shift at Washington will ever 
change those two things.” 

In the long run machinery 
throws men into work, not out of 
it, Morgan said. But two transi¬ 
tion periods must be taken into 
account, he added. “If a man 21 
years of age loses his job, he can 
fit into a new industry in a short 
time: when a man 61 years old 
is fired, he usually is through. 
For this young men, then, we must 
always have unemployment insur¬ 
ance, and for the old ones, we 
must have old age insurance.” 

Constantly repeating the quota¬ 
tion, “Machinery makes men dear 
and their product cheap,” Assem¬ 
blyman Morgan said wages, if 
they were based on the unit of 
production rather than the unit of 
time spent, would be lower now 
than ever before. Machinery 
speeds production, he said, so la¬ 
borers can earn more, yet sell 
their product for half as much.

The six men and .six wom¬ 
en deliberated from 2:48 p. m. to 
3:43 p. m. before returning a ver¬ 
dict through Foreman Otto J. Har¬ 
vey, 

Mrs. Ford was .struck and killed 
by Martin's car as she and a friend 
were cros.sing at Tenth and Main 
streets at 3 a. m. New Year's day. 
Martin, following two other cars, 
said he .swerved .sharply to avoid 
hitting the women, but was un¬ 
able to avoid the collision. 

Deten.se Attorney Franklin West 
termed Martin's actions “the acts 
of a reasonable and prudent driver 
fared with a .sudden emergency.” 
Deputy District Attorney Harold 
McCabe, who pro.sr-cuted, lost hi.s 
plea for a conviction, ba.sed on his 
argument that Martin was follow¬ 
ing the other cars too closely, 
failed to yield the right-of-way to 
a pedestrian and .swung to the left 
side of the street.

WASHINGTON.—The President 
is taking pot-shots at holding com- 
panie-s, and the holding companies 
are firing back. People are talk¬ 
ing about financial pyramids ind 
what not, without going very deep¬ 
ly into what these things are. 

Well, what is a holding com¬ 
pany? 

Technically, it is a corporation 
in a position to control or influence 
other corporate strucnii-es through 
ownership of .securities in those 
structures. 

The primary activity of a hold¬ 
ing company is to pump capital 
and efficiency into the smaller, 
operating units it controls. Oper¬ 
ating companies often welcome 
holding company control because 
powerful financial groups can is¬ 
sue and to sell the public .securities 
that never could be marketed by 
an isolated company. Thus it was 
that the holding company, like 
Topsy, jus’ growed—and became a 
peculiarly American financial de¬ 
vice to put capital to work to mar¬ 
ket natural resources and services. 
JUST A SERVICE FEE 

At the same time, the parent, or 
top holding corporation can com¬ 
pel its children to adopt efficient 
methods and put out a uniform 
product. 

But. the holding company device 
has grown so popular that pro¬ 
moters have been tempted by the 
possibility of pyramiding profits. 
Some holding companies have 
slipped water into their stock i.s- 
sues as they piled one parent com¬ 
pany on another, and some have 
forced operating corporations to 
pay enormous fees for "services” 
or have even borrowed money 
from them. 


The number of financial tunes it 
is pos.sible to play on the holding 
company piano, in fact, is about as 
great as the flood coming from Tin 
Pan alley. 

The holding company made pos¬ 
sible such top-heavy financial em¬ 
pires as the Insull utility group, 
to thousands of investors, many of 
whom did not even understand 
what kind of securities they had 
bought, 

UNDER TE.ST .NOW 

Abu.ses have led to .some con¬ 
gressional interference with the 
holding company device. The pres¬ 
ent law provides that utilities must 
form their holding companies only 
in "integrated” areas, that is, in 
adjoining areas. They can’t scatter 
themselves all over the map. That 
law is being tested in the supreme 
court. 

Although the utility holding 
company is more familiar to the 
newspaper reader than other types 
of holding operations, the device 
is in common u.se throughout in¬ 
dustry and hanking. 

United States Steel uses it to a.s- 
•sure smooth, powerful manage¬ 
ment in its .subsidiaries, as well as 
to keep its financial structure trim. 
American Teleplioiie and Tele¬ 
graph is a holding company that 
harmonizes the management of its 
state and regional companies, at 
the same time giving local com¬ 
panies a wide measure of control 
in local matters. But even A. T. 
& T. has run into complications 
from the Federal Communications 
commi.ssion. 

DEVICE IS DEFENDED 

An officer of one of the nation’s 
most efficient corporation holding 
groups tells me he thinks the de¬ 
vice can be efficient, legitimate 
and convenient. However, he be¬ 
lieves it has been abu.sed widely 
by people who are after quick 
profits rather than sound busine.ss 
progress. 

This executive says the test of a 
holding company is fts ability to 
finance subsidiaries and to increase 
their efficiency in producing a 
cheaper and better product for the 
consumer.

Possibly he is gorging on gar¬ 
bage lacking the correct vitamin 
content. ’Tis common gossip that 
most of Orange county’s 18.000 
hogs daily swallow a plentiful 
supply of this variegated nutri¬ 
tion, but whether al! of them are 
enjoying the precise type of gar¬ 
bage necessary might be open to 
speculation. 

Differences exist in garbage, 
don’t you know. ’There’s just plain 
garbage and then there’s regular 
garbage. 

RECIPE FOR HOGS 

If your pigs display rings be¬ 
neath their eyes, show indications 
of that tired feeling and grunt 
from indigestion, here’s a break¬ 
fast recipe which may restore that 
genuine hoggish temperament in 
their souls: 

Eighty-three pounds of ground 
grains, including wheat, corn and 
barley; five pounds of alfalfa 
meal; seven pounds of animal pro¬ 
tein, such as tankage; three pounds 
of vegetable protein as linseed oil 
and soy bean meal. 

D.4SH OF SALT 

Now add a dash of salt (one 
pound) and another dash of oyster 
shell flour consisting of ground 
limestone or bone meal. 

Mix thoroughly and you have 
100 pounds of delicious hog food. 
This formula is one suggested b.y 
W. M. Cory of the farm advisory 
for growing pigs and sows with 
litter. 

It represents long experimenta¬ 
tion by expert dieticians .special¬ 
izing in improvement of domestic 
food animals.

I.ater, one of the inventions whose 
development he financed was the 
crinkled hairpin, a simple little 
thing that boo.sted hairpin sales to 
the heights. 

HOME-MADE < OOKIES 

Five years ago, in the depths of 
the depres.sion period, Mr. and 
.Mrs. .Simmons came West, and 
here turned their attention to the 
p/)SsibUities of home-made cookies. 
JTe establi.shed himself in a little 
•shop off I.,aguna Beacli and 
for .some months he and Mr.s. Sim¬ 
mons got up at .3 o’clock in the 
morning to bake their stocks of 
cookies for the day's sales. That 
was the beginning. 

Then he found a housewife who 
was an excellent cookie baker. He 
supplied her with material and 
■sold her product in his shop. 

And he gave her .50 per rent of 
the profit on her eookie.s. That is 
f»ne rea.son why there are no sit- 
down strikes in the business he 
has built up. 

I'I\ E ( OOKS EMPI.DYED 

Today there are five women 
cooking regularly for him in their 
homes, each a specialist. One 
makes cakes, cream and lemon 
pie.s. A New England cook, whose 
home was formerly in .Marblehead 
on the Atianfic. makes Boston 
baked beans, brown bread, and fish 
cakes beside the Pacific. At 
Thanksgiving .several California 
mince pie.s graced .New England 
dinner tables. A Swedish cook spe¬ 
cializes in her national pastries. 

.Simmon.s’ organization can turn 
out more than .'tOO items of home¬ 
made food. His shop beside the 
highway has grown from .'(00 
square feet of floor spare to 2000, 
and there isn’t a city of any size 
in the country to which his prod¬ 
ucts haven't gone. .Mrs, .Simmons 
works witli liim, as she did in the 
beginning, in charge of .sales.

"It'.s the principle of the thing,” 
he explains “The women’s ex¬ 
changes that handle home-cooked 
food in many places, lack a direct 
control over their stocks. Their 
contributors, generally speaking, 
cook what they please, when they 
please and how they please. In 
the Simmons’ organization, the 
supply is kept in line with the 
demand.” 

Any .surplus i.s .sold to a “sec¬ 
ond-day” trade at a reduced price 
that covers cost, leaving the prof¬ 
its on regular .sales clear for the 
,50-50 split between cook and man¬ 
agement. 

And so cookies may be small 
things but a big business ha.s been 
built up around them.

FLOWERS FOR THE LIVING

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Did You Ever Actually See a Million? 

In its issue of Feb. 10. which has just reached Santa 
Ana, the Baltimore Evening Sun publishes one of the 
strangest editorial pages it ever h.as been our lot to peruse. 

Usually, The Sun’s editorial page is made up a good 
deal along the same line as is our own, with editorials on 
the left and a mass of letters to the editor, cartoon, feature 
articles, etc., filling the remainder of the space. 

But this one of Feb. 10 is different. The first single 
column is filled with editorials. Then, the entire remaining 
space is one solid grey zinc etching made up entirely of 
tiny black dots more closely packed than the dots cus¬ 
tomarily are in a newspaper halftone. 

The lead editorial, entitled “Object Lesson,” explains 
what it is all about; namely, “a graphic representation of 
the federal government’s immense corps of jobholders.” 

“Each dot stands for one jobholder,” says The Sun, 
“and there are 1.000,000-odd of them. The actual enroll¬ 
ment, at 10 o’clock this morning, was reported to be 999,- 
264 head, but additions were being made at the rate of 
more than 100 an hour, so the million mark will no doubt 
be passed before the last edition of the Evening Sun is on 
the streets. 

“This is the first time in human history, so far as ean 
be ascertained, that a million dots have ever been printed 
on one page of a daily newspaper. Indeed, it is probably 
the first time in history that a million objects of any sort 
have been assembled in so convenient and succinct a way 
that the whole number could be taken in at a glance. 

“ . . . . There ai'e 825 dots in each row counting from 
side to side, and 1213 in each row counting from top to 
bottom. That makes 1,000.725 in all. The extra 725 are 
thro'.vn in as makeweight for any dots that may be worn 
off in the course of printing the paper. 

“The dots, unfortunately, had to be made very small. 
There are, in fact, more than 3500 to the square inch. 
Even so, the chart is too large for the taxpayer to paste 
in his hat.” 

From there on. The Sun launches into a vigorous anti- 
Roosevelt attack, advising the taxpayer to hang the dot 
chart “on his parlor wall between ‘The American Creed’ 
and the portrait of Mr. Roosevelt.” It isn’t necessary to 
reprint this part of the editorial inasmuch as it is couched 
in terms perfectly familiar to every reader of big city 
dailies. 

Nevertheless, The Sun has done a novel and striking 
public service in this graphic presentatton of the towering 
proportions of our federal payroll and in calling attention 
to the tendencies it indicates and to the dangers to the 
republic which it presents.

Why Not One Bi^ Jaysee? 

With customary coastline pep, the Coast association 
has launched a headlong drive for a new junior college in 
its home area. 

Coast leaders complain that too many of their young 
people are trekking to Santa Ana and Fullerton for higher 
education, and that a college closer to home would save 
some .810,000 a year transportation costs. 

If the question is to be decided on a fiscal ha.si.s, how¬ 
ever, it’s hard to see why Santa Ana and the Coast groups 
don’t get together on one big junior college located some 
place that would be convenient to all, like the area between 
Costa Mesa and the county seat. 

The combined valuations of the districts involved 
would provide a tax base that would not only lower the 
individual taxpayer’s load all around but at the same time 
would provide an opportunity to build a much bigger and 
better plant than either section could afford to construct 
by itself.

CHICAGO.— Judging by numer¬ 
ous signs, the time is ripe to rea¬ 
lize that there is such an office 
as that of crown prince in the 
American system and to acknowl¬ 
edge “Jimmy” Roosevelt as the 
first to bear that honor. 

In the manner of little Prince 
Mike of Rumania and many an¬ 
other precocious military prodigy 
of the courts of- the old world. 
Prince James became a lieutenant 
colonel of the United States ma¬ 
rine corps reserve overnight by 
his father’s appointment. 

This is a rank to which other of¬ 
ficers of either the regular estab¬ 
lishment or the reserve could not 
reasonably aspire without many 
years of faithful service, but in 
the case of a prince it is custo¬ 
mary to skip the lower grades so 
that the inevitable appointment 
to the rank of field marshal a few 
years later will not seem too ab¬ 
rupt. 

By this time next year James 
should be flying from the prow 
of his White House royal coach 
the two-starred flag of a major 
general and reviewing his faithful 
legions on some historic plain. And 
at his current rate of advance¬ 
ment over the laggard files of the 
service he should expect to re¬ 
ceive his baton well before the 
I’eign is out—a weapon which for 
sentiment’s sake, might well be 
made in the form of an over-sized 
fountain pen. Insurance men all 
carry fountain pen. 

Prince James has taken grace¬ 
fully to the authority of heir of a 
royal house. 

PRINCE GIVES OPINION 

Never elected to any office nor 
otherwise acknowledged by the 
people of the democracy as any¬ 
thing more than a prosperous 
young insurance man, the prince 
attended to that oversight him¬ 
self a month ago when he issued 
a statement to his subjects in Mas- 
sachusett.s. 

“The statement that the admin¬ 
istration or myself might support 
a Republican candidate for the 
governorship is ab.surd and ridicu¬ 
lous.” Prince James declared in a 
formal manifesto. “I will support 
those elected by the people at the 
primary and in the regular elec¬ 
tion campaign.” 

It will be noted that the prince 
said “the people” and not “my 
people,” the customary royal form, 
but James is new to his role and 
the faux pas will be forgiven. Of 
course, there may be those wno 
will read back and demand a plain 
explanation of what he means 
when he speaks of “the admini¬ 
stration or myself,” a construction 
which introduces a new element 
into the government. But. to the 
understanding mind, no plainer 
words are necessary, and if they 
were they would be found in his 
declaration that he will nupport 
those elected hy the people. 
SPEAKS WITH Al THOKITY 

In what capacity will he support 
those elected by the people. Surely 
not in the capacity of insurance 
salesmen, for insurance salesmen 
are not qualified, as such, to issue 
such pronouncements with such 
solemnity and assurance. Quite ob¬ 
viously, James accepts from his 
own hand and that of his sire a 
portion of much more importance 
and influence in the affairs of 
Massachusetts. 

He .speaks for the administra¬ 
tion and himself both, and his as¬ 
sumption of authority has been .so 
sauve that up to date there ha.s 
been no disposition to a.sk when he 
was elected what or upon what 
public service or cxpre.ssion of pop¬ 
ular will he base his self-acknowl¬ 
edged influence. 

He spoke similarly in Florida 
recently when he used the royal 
“we” in discussing Senator Pep¬ 
per’s candidacy, and it would be 
di.shonest to pretend to believe that 
he regards him.self merely as one 
citizen among the million.^ and of 
rank no different from the rest. 
TAKEN INTO PAE.ACE 

James has been taken into a 
palace and. like the former Prince 
of Wales, who took his schooling 
for the kingship in errands de¬ 
vised to ballyhoo him for the 
crown, is being brought along at 
a rapid rate. Never elected, never 
even a candidate, but merely the 
son of the Pre.sident. which was 
neither an office nor a distinction 
of itself before, he speak.s for the 
administration, for himself and for 
both together in a manner to sug¬ 
gest that by some invisible writ¬ 
ing on the ballot he became the 
unspoken second choice in the 
sacred mandate of ’36. 

Perhaps the congressional com¬ 
mittee on income tax evasion was 
privy to this secret last summer 
when congressman Treadway, the 
non-Royalist Republican from Ma.s- 
sachusetts, asked in vain that 
Prince James’ income tax retuims 
be subjected to the same search¬ 
ing analysis that those of com¬ 
moners were given. In a Republic 
the president’s son is a man of no 
more privilege than any other, but 
a Crown Prince naturally would 
be exempt if only for the dignity 
of his office and the prestige of 
his house.
